vice of Attorney General Poo, had granted

When tlüH became known tho ganeral 
•discontent which had bogua to manifest 
Itself as Boon as the appeal pi*oceodlnp:s 
were commenccd broke out Into a atorm, 
.and a strong lynchlnp: party was quietly 
.and quickly organized. 
When Sheriff 
Berry received olllclal notice of tho re- 
prieve he withdrew tho death watoh, and 
tho jail, wliicli is a poorly construcfcod af- 
fair, woe left practically unguarded. 
It 
oould not have been dofonded agalngt a 
determlnod mob. hawevor, except by a 
<stronr armed force. 


About 10 o'clock last night a crowd of 
»tranprori bopran Ratherlng In town, and 
tholr proßoncü created a ffroat deal of os- 
cltoment luuung the <'itizcna, wlio had not 
retired to rest. iShiuiiV Berry was notiilod, 
and ho and Ills deputies ijutherod at tho 
jail, dotormined to defend the j)rison0r 
until the last. An effort was made to find 
Bomo avenue of esoape by which Price 
•could bo taken from tho roach of the 
lavenglng jtnob, but every street leading 
(from .the jail was found .to bo closely 
guarded by a strong /orco. A delegation 
ffrom tho lynchers, all masked, waited upon 
iSherlff Bf^rry, and notiflodidm not Xm at- 
tempt to renioYo tho prisoner, Che« it Tra« 
known that tho attempt aft Ijfjichlng, 
which had been rumored for lereral days 
•would bo milde, was near .at hand. 


Price had boon roBtlng qul«tl/ in bUooll 
during the early part of tho evening, but 
•tho sudden and unexpected appearance of 
tho sheriff and his deputies warned him 
Xbat something unusual woe transpiring. 
Theprigouor became much excited. Fi- 
nally QUO of tho guards told lilm of tho 
threatening mob about tho jail and he 
crlcdout: *'For God's sake dot me out. 
I 
will hide, I will not run away.*' 


iho Jynt'hcrs completed tholr arrange- 
ments about 11 o'clock, and In a body oid- 
vanced upon tho jull and surroundtHl lt. 
They demanded the keys from -Hherlff 
Beriy, and when that olliiier doellned to 
glvo them up they easily knocked open tho 
•door. Once inside,tho guards wero quickly 
overpowered, ^vnd soon Price's coll was 
xeaclxed. The prlrfoner was in a pitlablo 
state of excltomoat and fright, and his 
condition was such that It was an easy 
matter to get him out of tho jail, A rope 
was thrown over his head, h© was hurrlod 
to a tree near tho jail aud strung up with' 
out delay. Tho mob stood around for 
.Äomo time watching the dying man swing- 
•Ing In the moonlight, and when It was 
.known that he wo« dead all departed. 


Governor Brown, when Informed by the 
•repreßüutatlvo tho of Associated Press of 
'the lynching of Price, said ho conaidured 
It a great misfortune that tho law was not 
allowed to take Its course. In grunting 
-tho reprieve, ho Bald, he had only taken

Ho rooouuted the suggestion mado 
in hli message to tho general assembly of 
Incarcerating In tho poultentiary in Bal- 
timore all prisoners under sentence of 
•death. If the suggestlou had boon acted 
upon Che two lynchlugs which Maryland 
Las been tho scene of during tho puMt 
uuuth would have ijeon averted.

Professor Huxley wan born at Enllng, 
Middlosox, In the year 1S25; wan educated 
at Ealing school, and studied medicine at 
the medical school of tho Charing Cross 
hospital, Ijondon. 
In 1840 iho was ap- 
pointed assistant Burgeon of-'tbo British 
war.'ihlp Rattlesnako, aud was on duty 
flurlng the surveying cruise lu the South 
Paciilo and Torres straits. In 1850 he re- 
turned to England, and becamo-lu IViSthe 
Buocessor of Mr. Edward Forbcd at the 
school of mlnois. In February. 1S74. ho 
was Installed na rector of tho University 
of Aberdeen. 


His name oamo promluontly before tho 
general public In conncction with tho 
London school board, to which ho was 
electod In 1870. In that body he took a 
very activo part, rendered hlmsolf espo- 
dally conspicuous by bis opposition to do- 
nomlnatiounl teaching, and by flurc" di;- 
nuuclatlon of tho Roman Catholli: church. 
In Januaiy, 
ho llnalJy retired from 
the London school board. About ls7ü, 
also, ho creatcd a clooided scinsatlon by the 
publication of a paper on ^'Protoplasm," 
In which ho took very advanced views.

nia, the West Point claas of 1S48, of 
which Buford was a member, tlio ptafT of 
General Reynolds, who was killed at Bu- 
ford's side, and tho various commands 
with which Biiford was identified were 
present.

The location of the statue is on tho 
ridge west of Seminary lUd^e. It is of 
bronze, considerably abdve life size, and 
stands on a pedestal 6 feet 6 inches high. 
It represents a dismounted cavalry oihcor 
with field glass in his right hand and the 
left resting on the hilt of his sword.

It is able to use its 
poison with greater relative eifeot on 
these than on man and other largt; ani- 
mals.

A (»iffantlc "Warrior in Ills Barbaric 
Pride—Charging on the Soldiers 
^ A Magniücent Sight. 


NE of thö 
most intorestiug 
cbapters in thö Listory of 
border struggles is the battle 
of tho Aricknree Fork of the 
Republican River, in 1868, when forty 
United States cavalrymen 
withstood 
the attack of a thousand Indian war- 
riors. 
The Btory of the engagement 
is told vivitlly in Harper's by the chief 
actor, General G, A. Forsyth, who 
commanded the division. 
\Ve quote 
from the General's account as follows: 
As Roman Nose dashed 
gallantly 
forward, and swept into tho open at 
thfc head of his superb commanJ, he 
was tho very beau ideal of an Indian 
chief. 
Mounted on a large, 
clean- 
limbed chestnut horse, he sat well 
forward on his barebacked charger, 
his knees nassing under a horse-hair 
lariat that twice loosely encircled tae 
animal's body, 
his 
horse's 
bridle 
grasped in his left hand, which was 
also closely wound in its 
flowincr 
mane, and at the same time clutched 
his rifle at tho guanl, the butt of which 
lay partially upon and across the ani- 
mal's neck, while its barrel, crossing 
diagonally 
in front 
of 
his body, 
rested slightly 
against the 
hollow 
of his left arm, leaving his right free 
to direct the course of his men. Ho was 
a man over six feet and three inches in 
height, beautifully formed, and, save 
for a crimson silk sash knotted around 
his waist, and his moccasins on his 
feet, perfectly naked. 
His face was 
hideously painted in alternate linos of 
red and bluck, and his head crowned 
with a magnilicent war bonnet, from 
which, just above his temples and 
curving slightly forward, stood 
up 
two short black buiTalo horns, while 
its ample leugth of eagles' feathers 
and herons' plumes trailed wildly on 
the wind behind him; and as he came 
swiftly on at the head of his charging 
warriors, in all his barbaric strength 
and grandeur, he proudly rode that 
day the most j^eriect type of a savage 
warrior 
it has been my lot to see. 
Turning his face for an instant to- 
wards the women and children of tho 
united tribes, who literally by thou- 
sands were watching the fight from 
the crest of the low bluflfs back from 
the river's bank, he raised his light 
arm and waved his hand with a royal 
gesture in answer to their wild cries 
of rage and encouragement as he and 
his command swe^jt down upon us; 
and again facing squarely towards 
where we lay, he drew his body to its 
full height, and shook his clinched 
fist defiantly at us; then throwing 
back his head and glancing skywards, 
he suddenly struck the palm of his 
hand 
across his mouth 
and 
gave 
tongue 
to a war-cry 
that I 
have 
never yet heard equalled in jDower 
and 
intensity. 
Scarcely 
had 
iis 
echoes reached the river's bank when 
it 
was 
caught 
up by cach 
and 
every ono of the charging warriors 
with an energy that baliies descrip- 
tion, and answered back with blood- 
curdling yells of exultation and pros- 
pective vengeance by the women and 
children on the river's bluffs and by tho 
Indians who lay in ambush around us. 
On they came at a fcwinging gallop, 
rending the air with their wild war- 
whoops, each individual warrior in all 
hiß bravery of war-paint 
and 
long 
braided scalp-lock tipped with eagles' 
feathers, and all stark naked but for 
their cartridge belts aud moccasins, 
keeping their lino almost x^erfectly, 
w i t h a l r o n t o f about sixty men, all 
riding bareback, with only a 
loose 
lariat about their horses' bodies, about 
a yard apart, and with a depth of six 
or seven ranks, forming together a 
compact 
body

TheWork AcoompHshed This Time 
by Tliree Highwaymen. 


GNAKT*s PASS, Om., July 8.—Tho Sonfcb- 
•rn Piiciflo ovorlaud tniln, north bound, 
WOB Btoppnd of; 10:15 p. in. by throo htgh- 
-waymou n«ar Rlddloe, about thirty niUeS. 
«outh of Uosoborpf. and thoroughly robbod» 
Sticks of dynamlto wora placod on the 
rallB, whloh dlsablod tho ongluo by blow* 
Ing tho flaugos ofT tho pouy trucks, and 
brought tho train to a stop. 


Every oar, from tho oipraia to tho roar 
Pullman, wai scarchod. 
Nothiug wfis 
obtained from tlio oxprnsB oar, for thnro 
. was 110 tiWBuro on board. In tho mall 
car bettor success was met, and tho Portr 
land, Tacoma, Seattle and Victoria, B, O,, 
registered sacks were riilod. Tho passon- 
gore were also soarohcd thoroughly. 


When tho dynamite oxploslon broughé 
the train to a atandatill Conductor T. J, 
Koarnoy, who was In ohargo of tho train, 
ran out, but was mot by ono of tho ban- 
dits, who ilrcd at him >vith a pistol, tho 
l)ullot grazing tho oouduobor'a hoad. The 
bandit thon ordered tho conductor to got 
Inside and stay there, an ordor which ho 
was not alow In obeying» hiding hlmsolf 
In a Pullman olo&ot, from which ho saw 
ono man patroling tho bank which over- 
looked tho train.
